“And I say unto you, That many shall come from the 


east and west and shall sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven. 


But the children of 


the kingdom shall be cast out into outer darkness: there 


shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth” (Matt. 8: 11, 12). 


I call your attention to the fact that these are the words 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and in them He contrasts Heaven 


and Hell. 


misery for the unsaved! 


These are His very words. 
Heaven of bliss for the saved, 


He believed in a 
and He believed in a Hell of 


No man can read these words and 


deny that Jesus believed and taught that there was a Heaven 
and Hell in the future life, and He ought to know because 


He made them both. 


“All things were made by him; and 
_without him was not anything 


made that was made.” Some 


of these words are blessed to think about and some are ter- 


rible. 


The part about Heaven is wonderful, but the part 


that tells us of Hell and that which has to do with the 
unsaved is horrible. But our Lord, in being faithful to the 
souls of men, tells us about Heaven and Hell and brings 
both before us, and urges us to seek Heaven and to flee from 


Hell. 


And with all my soul I want to urge you to turn from 


your mad rush toward Hell and seek Heaven with all your 


might. 


First, our Lord cells us about 
Heaven in these words. “And I 


Tsay -unto” you, “That ‘many~ shall 


come from the east and west, and 
Shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom 


of Heaven.” Notice the words “I 
say unto you.” It is on the au- 
thority of the Lord Jesus Christ 
that we say that there is a 
Heaven and that there is a Hell. 
Any man who claims to believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ must 
accept His plain statement as

Tne other day I was 
cursing and my foreman. said, 
‘You do not look like that kind 
of a man.’ I told him that I 
wasn’t, but had backslidden from 
God. I want to get back into the 
church and get right with God. 
Please pray for me.”

They re- 
pented and accepted Jesus, and he 
was one of the happiest men I 
have ever seen.

In The Sword of the Lord some months ago was printed 
a letter which I wrote to a modernist in New York City who 
had attended our tent revival campaign in Brooklyn and 
who had written to me <enying the deity of Christ and the 
authority of the Bible, though he claimed to be Christian 
and thought we should preach, he said, “the message. of 
Jesus.” 

My letter to him was published under the title, “Is Jesus 
God?” Later I received his answer protesting that it was 
uncivil to class him with infidels and not to call him a Chris- 
tian brother. He made the charge that these infidels in the 
church often make against us who believe the Bible and ac- 
cept Jesus Christ as deity, as the virgin-born Son of God,

Dear Mr. J——: 

Your letter of October 15 is be- 
fore me, and I have very prayer- 
fully considered what you have 
to say. 

You say that “viewed on the 
plane of human civility’ my last 
letter to you deserves no reply. 

But why, Mr. J——, should this 
battle between: Christianity .and 
anti-Christianity be on the mere 
plane of human civility? Why 
should the friends of Jesus Christ, 
those who love Him, who trust 
Him, who accept Him as exactly 


what He claimed to be, the very 
Son of God, deity incarnate in 
human fiesh—why should we be 
so politely civil to those who 
would take the crown of deity 
from the head of the Son of God? 
Why maintain such an anxiety 
for politeness? Why strive so 
hard not to offend the enemies 
of the cross of Christ? Must we 
Christians be more civil than our 
Saviour ? 


How Civil Was Jesus and the 
Apostles, Paul and John to Re- 
ligious Infidels 


I wrote you in the language of 
the Lord Jesus Himself, quoting 
His words in Matthew. 23 to 
others, like yourself, very religi- 
ous in observance, but denying 
Christ’s deity, rejecting Him as 
Saviour, as you do, 

The religious leaders in the days 
of Christ professed to worship 
the true God, as you do. They 
professed the best in scholarship, 
as you do. They professed to fol- 
low the spirit of the Bible, as you 
do. Yet they rejected Christ, they 
denied His deity, they believed He 
was an illegitimate child of Jo- 
seph, not the virgin-born Son of 
God, just as you believe the same. 
They would not admit His deity, 
they would not accept Him as 
Saviour. Neither do you. And to 
these, 
“Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! Jesus said that 
they were whited sepulchres, out- 
wardly very nice, inwardly rotten. 


He said they were blind leaders 
of the blind. He said, “Ye ser- 
pents, ye generation of vipers, how 
can ye escape the damnation of 
hell?” If that is the way Jesus 
Christ described those religious 
leaders who denied His claims 


while pretending to serve God,

Jesus said seven times, : 


as God’s atoning Saviour for sinners. He said that we Bible 
Christians are intolerant and uncivil in not accepting modern- 
ists as Christian brothers. Here is my answer to his letter,

and—you talk about “human ci- 
vility!” 

In I Corinthians 16:22 the 
apostle Paul, by inspiration, said, 
“If any man love not the Lord 
Jesus Christ, let him be Anathema 
Maran-atha.”

is Lord, who denies he is the pre- 


existent Christ, who denies He is 
what He claims to be, and would 
make Him an illegitimate human 
child, an imposter, claiming what 
He was not. And Paul connected ° 


this Anathema with the second 


coming of the Lord Jesus Christ, 


as the word Maranatha in the Ara- 


maic plainly shows. Those who do 
not believe that Jesus is Christ, 
that He is Lord, that He is coming 
again, are accursed. So said Paul. 
So say I and others who believe 
the Bible and love the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Why should I be more 
civil than Paul? When divine in- 
spiration in the Bible puts a 
curse on unbelievers in Christ, 
who am I to contradict divine in- 
spiration ? 

Let me add here a Scripture 
which should have been included 
in the letter to the modernist. In 
Galatians 1:7-9, Paul, by divine in- 
spiration says: “... there be some 
that trouble you, and would per- 
vert the gospel of Christ. But 
though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 


unto you than that which we have _ .

THE FALL THAT INCLUDED 
US ALL

of Chicago Christian Business ‘Men’ s Committee, August, 1942.) 


The text of Scripture for the 
message tonight is Romans 5:12: 
“Wherefore. as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men, for that all have sinned.” 

For the full meaning of this 
verse, let us go back to the third 


chapter of Genesis and read again 
the story of the fall of Adam and 
Eve: 


“Now the serpent was more 
subtle than any beast of the field 
which the Lord God had made. 
And he said unto the woman, Yea, 
hath God said, Ye shall not eat 
of every tree of the garden? And 
the woman said unto the serpent, 
We may eat of the fruit of the 
trees of the garden: But of the 
fruit of the tree which is in the 
midst of che garden, God hath 
said, Ye shall not eat of it, ‘neither 
shall ,e touch it, lest ye die. And 
the serpent said unto the woman, 
Ye shall not suvely die; For God 
doth know that in the day ye eat 
thereof, then your eyes shall be 
opened, and ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil. And when 
the womian saw that the tree was 
good for food, and that it was 
pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to 
be desired to make one wise, she 
took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat, and gave also unto her hus- 
band: with -her; and he did eat. 
And the eyes of them both were 
opened, anc they knew that they 
were naked; and they sewed fig 
leaves. together, and made them- 
selves aprons.

say ‘I ‘now again, if any man 
préach any other gospel unto you 


who brings any gospel besides the 
gospel of individual salvation by 
personal faith in the blood of 
Christ should be. accursed, and 
Paul repeated it, “Let, him _be 
accursed!” Paul was not ‘civil’ to 
these religious hypocrites pretend- 
ing to be Christians. — 

In II John 9, 10, we are plainly- 
told that you modernists _ who 
transgress and donot abide in 
the doctrine of Christ, do not 
haye God. And -wé .are plainly 
commanded, “If there come any 
unto you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid Him God speed; 
for he that biddeth Him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds.” In- 
stead of dealing, with infidels and 
modernists’ (who deny the Bible 
and deny the deity of Christ and 
forsake. the historic position of 
Bible Christianity) on the mere 
shallow plane of human civility, 
why not deal with them on the 
Bible basis, the basis commanded 
‘by our God and our Saviour? If 
I would not call Bob Ingersoll. a 
Christian, why should I call you 
a Christian, who promulgate the 
same Christ-denying infidelity? 
The difference is that Bob Inger- 
soll was honest in that he never 
pretended to be a Christian. You 
modernists,

Paul you formerly despised! Now 
you want ‘me to be like Paul. How 
strange you ‘modernists are, to 
quote a Bible that you do not be- 
lieve, to hold up a fundamentalist 
like Paul as an example when you 
yourself. would do anything on 


as your pattern, as a gospel 
preacher! So you want us to have 
the attitude of Paul toward the 
gospel and toward Christ? That 
is exactly what all Bible believers 
want to do! And let us see where 
that brings us. 


Modernists Want ‘The Spirit, Not 
the Letter,’ as Paul Did, They Say 


You say, “I feel you would do 
well to heed the example of Paul 
as to his presentation of the Gos- 
pel as declared in his statement, 
... but our sufficiency is of God, 
who also hath made us able minis- 
ters of the new testament; not 
of the letter, but of the spirit; for 
the letter killeth, but the spirit 
giveth life.” (I Corinthians 
3:5, 6).” 

I note that ‘you want us to take 
the example of Paul. And in the 
following paragraph you. say, 
I feel pity for you, who 
have shackled your God-given 
reason and good judgment by be- 
coming a slave to the letter of the 
written human record of God’s 
revelation through His Son Jesus 
Christ and are insensible to the 
spirit of this revelation and the 
progressive unfolding of it through 
the centuries-by the Holy Spirit’s 
enlightenment of consecrated hu- 
man hearts and intelligences to 
meet changing thought and 
needs.” 


Several things ought to be said 
about’ these-statements of yours. 
First, they,,are. manifestly in- 
sincere. No~modernist, denying 


integrity and accuracy of the 
Bible, really follows “the example 
of Paul as to his presentation of

Christ,” when you have repeated- 
ly, in former letters, denied 
Christ’s deity, denied the virgin 
birth, denied His atoning death on 
the cross.

You would have 
us believe that Paul had the Spirit 
of present-day modernists. Shame 


‘on you! If you really do not know 
what was Paul’s stand and atti- 
tude concerning the inspiration of 
the Scriptures, how naive, you are! 
And if you do know and insincere- 
ly try to pretend that Paul did 
not believe in the very letter of 
the Bible as being absolutely in- 
spired of God and supernaturally 
infallible, in the original manu- 
scripts, then oh, what hypocrisy! 


In I Corinthians 2:9-14 Paul 
gives us a clear doctrine of the 
inspiration of the Bible, the same 
doctrines that is taught in both 
the Old and the New Testiments. 
The doctrine is summed up in I 
Corinthians 2:13. “Which things 
also we speak, not in words which 
man’s wisdom teacheth, but which 
the Spirit teacheth; combining 
spiritual things with _ spiritual 
words.” —(R.V.) | 
Paul says that the matter of‘ 
his teaching was all revealed by 
the Holy Spirit and that likewise 
the very words were given by the 
Holy Spirit. And then Paul an- 
swers all this folly about men 
thinking out and understanding 
God and being able to judge the 
Bible. Paul says in the next verse, 
“But the natural men receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness un- 
to him: neither can he know them, 
because they are Spiritually dis- 
cerned.” And when Paul uses the 
word ‘spiritually’ He means that 
they are discerned by the Holy 
Spirit, not by human wisdom. The 
only way we have to know the 
things of God is as they are re- 
vealed by the Holy Spirit to con- 
verted men who accept the divine 
revelation in the Bible. Paul’s doc- 
trine was that God gave the very 
words of the Bible. It is childish 
and wicked to pretend that you 
have the attitude of Paul, “as to 
his presentation of the Gospel” 
when you deny that the Bible is 
a reliable, supernaturally infalli- 
ble revelation from God. Paul in- 
sists that the very words were 
inspired of God, as well as the 
thoughts. Paul says that his 
teaching (which is now incorpor- 
ated in our New Testament) was 
that which the Holy Ghost taught 
him, teaching:Spirit-given matters 
with Spirit-given New Testament, 
and pretend that you follow the 
example of Paul! < re 
What Paul Meant by Contrast of 
/ Letter and Spirit cS 

When Paul said that:he was _an 
able minister of the New Testa- 
mént, “not “of the_letter, but of 
the spirit; for the letter killeth, 
but the spirit ‘giveth life,” in I 
Corinthians 3:5, 6; what did he 
mean? It is certain. that-he did% 
not. mean to contradict what. -he 
so plainly stated in I Cormthians 
about the inspiration of even’ the 
words of Scripture in the original 
manuscripts. He did not mean to 
contradict that Jesus Himself had 
jsaid about even the jots “and 
tittles being inspired of God, and 
that every word of the Scripture 
proceeded from the mouth of God. 
Paul certainly was not taking the 
modernists’ position, denying the 
inspiration of the. Bible, which 
doctrine. he had so valiantly taught 
heretofore. Z 


"But we have to read the con- 
text to see exactly what Paul 
meant. Immediately following the 
statement that “the letter killeth, 
but the. spirit giveth life,” verses 
7-11 continue, as follows: 

“But -if the ministration of 
death, written and engraven in 
stone, was glorious, so that the 
children of Israel could not sted- 
fastly behold the face. of Moses’ 
for the glory of his countenance; 


a year. 


Note that on the matter of the 


how shall not the ministration of 


~ spirit be rather glorious? For 
if the ministration of condemna- 
tion be glory, much more doth the 


ministration of. righteousness ex- 
ceed in glory. For even that which 


was’ made glorious had no glory 
in this respect, by reason of the 
glory that excelleth. For if that 
which is done away was glorious, 
much more that which remainet 
is glorious.” (II Cor. 3:7-11). 


It is clear here that Paul is 
saying he is not a minister of the 
Mosaic law “written and engraven 
in stones,” the old covenant with 
Israel, which was as a schoolmas- 
ter to bring them-to Christ. That 
indeed was glorious, says Paul by 
divine inspiration, and how much 
more is the gospel that Paul 
preaches, of salvation by the blood 
of Christ! The law never saved 
anybody. It was “the ministration 
of condemnation” (vs. 9). No one 
was ever truly righteous accord- 
ing to the law of the Old Testa- 
ment, for “all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God,” 
as Paul elsewhere says by inspira- 
tion. 


Yet that Old Testament law was 
inspired of God and had a rich 
spiritual meaning. In fact, the 
spiritual meaning of the Old 
Testament ceremonial law ig the 
same as the New Testament gos- 
pel. For example, Paul did not 
preach that Jews must observe 
the Passover with the slain lamb 
and the blood on the door. Rather, 
he preached that that lamb typi- 
fied Christ. The lamb was without 
blemish, and Christ was without 
sin. The blood of the lamb on the 
door of an Israelite in Egypt pic- 
tured the fact that a sinner can 
have all his sins covered by: the 
blood of Jesus Christ. That lamb 
roasted with fire and eaten with 
bitter herbs pictures the infinite 
sufferings of Christ for man’s 
sins. And the spiritual application 
of the Old Testament ceremonial 
law is what Paul preached in his 
gospel. 

Paul did not preach that Jews 
must be circumcised in the flesh. 
Rather, he taught that circumci- 
sion was a type of the new birth, 
and that sinners need to be cir- 
cumcised in heart, born again, re-

|self so definitely defined it in I 
Corinthians 15, verses 1 to 4, 
“Moreover, brethern, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have received, and wherein ye 
stand; by which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered 
unto. you first of all that which 
I..also received, how that Christ 
died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; and that he was buried, 
and that he rose again the third 
day according to the scriptures.” 


Note the following facts about 
this Scripture: | 

1, This is the gospel Paul 
preached, the one that the peo- 
ple at Corinth received, and the 
one. they believed and by which 
they were saved. 


te Thijs is the gospel Paul had 
received from God (vs. 3). 


3. The gospel was three-fold: 
(a) “that Christ died for our 
sins.” There is the atoning death 
of Christ, substitution, salvation 
by blood. (b) “And that he was 
buried, and that he rose again the 
third day.” The supernatural re- 
surrection, bodily, from the dead, 
was part of Paul’s gospel that he 
preached everywhere and that all 
Bible Christians received and by 
which they were saved. (c) That 
this death and this resurrection 
were “according to the scriptures’ 
is explicitly stated twice in this 
passage, which defines Paul’s gos- 
pel. Paul’s gospel was always 
“according to the Scriptures,” and 
the very word Scriptures means 
what is written down, the divine 
writings of the Old Testament, 
supernaturally inspired. 

When you speak of Paul’s gos- 
pel and do not mean this, then 
it is either ignorance or hypoc- 
risy. 

It is true that Paul preached 
according to the Scripture, not 
merely according to the letter of 
Old Testament . ceremonial law. 
But Paul did not anywhere cast 
reflection on the integrity of the 
letter of Scriptures. Everywhere 
Paul insists that the Scriptures 
were inspired of God, as: he ex- 
pressly says in II Timothy 3:16. 

How can Bible believers respect 
either the scholarship or the in- 
tegrity of modernists, when they 
either have not studied, or when 
they intentially pervert these most 
simple fundamental teachings of 
the New Testament, clearly under- 
stood for centuries by Bible-believ- 
ing Christians? It is a sad truth, 
often demonstrated, that modern- 
ists are not scholarly, as regards 
the Bible, and that they are not 
honest when they use Bible terms.

In 
Revelation 4, we read about a 
door -opening in Heaven and 
the apostle hearing a voice 
which says, “Come up Hither.” 
And immediately he is in the 
‘ spirit and he beholds the throne 
set in Heaven.~ All tical that 


marvelous book of Revelations he 
speaks of scenes that he saw in 
Heaven and things taking place 
on earth at Heaven’s decree. We 
read that God is there; that there 
are a multitude of angels there; 
that our Christian loved ones who 
died are not dead but actually are 
there, abseft from the body but 
present with the Lord. Yes, I 
know that there is a Heaven be- 
cause the Bible says so. 

I know there is a Heaven be- 
cause I desire to go there! For 
my every earthly desire God has 
provided satisfaction. If I am 
hungry God has provided food, if 
I am thirsty God has provided 
drink. Yes,-for every earthly de- 
sire God has provided a wise sat- 
isfaction. Shall we doubt for a 
moment that He has. provided a 
satisfaction for the greatest de- 
sire of all, the continuance of life 
beyond the grave?

For a little while tonight I want 
to discuss that Scripture from 
four angles: (1) the temptation 
(2) the sin (3) the curse, and 


(4) the mercy that we find in the} 


Garden of Eden. 


The Temptation 


Satan came to tempt this 
original pair from whom all hu- 


proach was in the form of a ques- 
tion mark: “Yea, hath God said, 
Ye shall not eat of every tree of 
the garden?” It was sort of a 
little innocent question that led 
them out. That is the way most 
sins get started in people’s minds 
and lives. Soon after I became a 
student in Brown University it 
dawned on me that my atheistic, 
infidel professor was just raising 
question marks in our. minds and 
hearts. He never tried to answer 
them. He would just raise them 
and leave them hanging in the 
air. That is Satan’s favorite pass- 
time at opening the way. Eve 


said, “God said we could eat of 
every tree in the garden except 
the one ‘in the middle of the gar- 
den. We are not supposed to eat 
of it because we will die if we 
eat of it.”’ Then when Satan by 
raising a question mark, got her 
willing to discuss it with him, got 
her willing to debate the question 
with him, he said, “No, you will 
not die.” 

My old professor in Hardin- 
Simmons college, Dr. W. F. Fry, 
‘went home to glory this spring. 
He was a wonderful professor of 
Bible. He used to say, “Don’t ever 
debate the question with the devil. 
If the thing in question is wrong, 
don’t ever debate with anybody 
about whether or not you ought 
to do it. Just tell them .‘No’ im- 
mediately.” He illustrated it this 
way: He said that when he was a 
boy going with a girl, he knew 
if he could get’a girl to argue with 
him about his kissing her, he 
could kiss her before he left her 
that night.’’ My friends, our great- 
est danger with temptation lies in 
the fact that you and I hum and 
haw about it instead of taking a 
definite, positive stand against it. 
Instead of saying, “No, it is 
wrong,’ we hum and haw about it 
and debate the question. 


The Scripture next says that 
the woman saw that the tree was 


pleasant to the eyes, good for 
food, and desirable to make one 
wise. Did you ever hear a preacher 


manity has\come. His first ap-| say that sin was hideous, repulsive 
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ing? It is the result of sin that 
is horrible, but sin is presented 
as being attractive. Sin is alluring. 

Go into the city of Chicago and 
walk down the streets. What are 
the most beautifully and most 
attractively lighted entrances on 


the streets of Chicago? They are 
places of the greatest temptation. 
Some of the most beautiful en- 
trances that we have ever seen 
in America are entrances to cock- 


attractive entrances are entrances 
to the theatre. Some of the most 
gilded entrances are entrances to 
gambling dens. 


I don’t know how many fisher- 
men you have up here. I don’t 
know about your fish up here. But 
we have catfish down in our coun- 
try. And we have a bait called 
“stink + bait’? which we use to 
catch these catfish. We have other 
bait—be utiful, attractive bait, 
called ‘‘die-jacks’” which we put on 
our line when we go fishing for 
black bass. Brother, the devil never 
baits his hook with “stink bait”. 
He always puts “die-jacks” on it. 
Forget the idea that sin is hideous 
in its presentation. It is the results 
of sin that are hideous, but they 
are hidden in the _ presentation. 
“Why,” the woman said. “I can’t 


fruit. It is good to eat. Look how 
pleasant it is, and how it will make 
me wise.” 


There are people who hold that 
because certain relationshps of 
life are inherent in the human 
body, they are to be indulged in. 
They hold that nature ought to 
exercise that liberty. It is the 
Same argument here. God put 
those things in humanity, but He 
put them in humanity for human- 
ity to use for His glory and not 
for indulgence and sin. I have an 
idea that when Eve looked and 
saw the fruit she turned around. to 
Adam and said, ‘‘Why. I don’t see 
any harm in that.” Did you ever 
hear that, neichbor? “Oh, well, 
what harm is there in going to a 
bank night? I don’t see any harm 
in that.”” “What harm is there in 
a little card game where you get 
some cut glass or lingerie as a 
prize?” “What harm is there in 
matching for a drink? 
see any harm in that.” 

Beloved, did you know 
America tonight, in addition to 
being drunk, has gone wild on the 
gambling craze? What is the un- 
derlying principle of bank nights 
and all forms of gambling? It is 
one of the blackest sins in the 
Bible. People say, “You can’t show 
me in the Bible where there is 
anything wrong about gambling.” 
But I can show you where it says, 
“Thou shalt not. covet,” and the 
underlying appeal of all gambling 
is covetousness. The sin of covet- 
ousness is what makes men sit 
around a table and gamble for 
high stakes. The sin of covetous- 
ness is what makes men go down 
and buy tickets at the bookie 
joints and put bets up on the 
horse races. The sin of covetous- 
ness is back of the man’s heart 
that causes him to take in the 
bank night at the picture show. 
He pays 35 cents for a ticket 
and hopes to get $250 before he 
goes away. The sin of covetous- 
ness is the thing which makes

sands stand in the hot sun on the 
Street corners where there is to 
be a drawing. God has said, ‘“Thou 
shalt not covet.” People say, “Well, 
I don’t see any harm in that.”

is thus retarded by such slaves 
to the letter as you.” 


How familiar your language is! 
That is the way Satan has always 
talked to people about turning to 
God, about turning to Christ for 
salvation, and surrendering to 
Him as Lord. 


How many young couples, some 
of whom I have known personally, 
have boasted that they were “no 
longer enslaved” by authority 
when they lived together in shame- 
ful adultery, unmarried! Now they 
were free! 

How many young men, living a 
life of drunkenness and lewdness 
and gambling, have boasted to me 
of their freedom. “I would hate 
to be tied to my mother’s apron 
strings like you are,” they said. 
Or “To be a Christian, you would 
have to give up all your liberty, 
and be a slave to rules.” 


How many lost sinners, thou- 
sands of them, in fact, have told 
me, as I pleaded with them to 
accept Christ as Saviour, “No, I 
want to be free. I want to have 
a good time. I don’t want to give 
‘up all my rights. I don’t want ‘to 
be bound down by having to live 
like a Christian.” 


Yes, your foolish talk about be- 
ing enslaved by believing the Bible 
is very familiar to all who have 
met the wiles of Satan before. 
And of course it is not strange 
that you thus talk like profligates 
and sinners and infidels talk, be- 
cause your fight is against God, 
just like all drunkards and har- 
lots and atheists fight against 
God. They feel about the Bible 
just as you do, because they are 
not willing to surrender to Jesus 
Christ as God’s own Son, just 
as you afe not willing to accept 
Him as Saviour and Lord. 


How often modernists and athe-. 


ists have said that Bible believers 
were guilty of “bibliolatry’” or 
worship of the Bible.

They 
teach like you—or rather, you 
teach as they do, for atheists 
started the argument—that ‘re- 
ligion is the opiate of the people.’ 
Atheists in Russia have boasted 
that communism will set people 
free from govérnment bondage 
and will also free them from the 
bondage of Bible Christianity. 
Russian communistic cartoons 
show communism climbing up a 
ladder to Heaven to hit God the 
Father and the Holy Spirit and 
God the Son over the head with 
the Russian hammer. They speak 
of the bondage of the Czars and in 
the same breath the bondage of 
the Bible. I say there is a familiar 
ring to your talk about my being 
in bondage to the Bible when I 
believe it. 


In facet, that is the argument 
Satan used in the Garden of Eden 
with Adam and Eve. God was not 
fair to them, Satan implied, to 
keep them in ignorance, bound by 
rules. Why, if they would only 
eat of the forbidden fruit, they 
would be wise like God, knowing 
good and evil. The Word of God, 
forbidding certain sins, is pictured 
as a hateful bondage that men 
should break. And you modernists 
take up this old lie of Satan, and 
then you expect people still to be- 
lieve that you love God, that you 
want to do right, and that you 
are honest in your rejection of | ys 
Christ as. God in human form, and 
expect to be counted as Chris- 
tians! ° 


How contrary to all biniahdia 
of Jesus, all the teachings of Paul, 
all the teachings everywhere re- 

corded in the Bible, is your foolish 
charge! Not once, in all the re- 

ferences to sin in the Bible is 
anybody ever charged with the sin 
of bibliolatry,” the worship of the 


Bible or Scriptures. Not once did 
Jesus condemn anybody for believ- 
ing the Bible and accepting it 
word for word as the infallible 
Word of God. Not once anywhere, 
in either the Old or the New 
Testament, is there a hint that 
anybody was either unwise or 
wrong to accept all of the Scrip- 
tures as the very infallible Word 
of God. 


You demand to be free from the 
letter of the Scriptures, but ac- 
tually what you think ‘is free- 
dom is bondage. How could there 
be any freedom when you are en- 
slaved to your own will, enslaved 
to the opinions of men, poor, hu- 
man, fallible creatures like your- 
self? No, the Lord Jesus taught 
that the only true freedom is un- 
der divine authority, the authority 
of God in Christ and in the di- 
vinely inspired “Bible. Jesus said 
in John 8:31, 32, “If ye continue 
in my Word, then are ye my dis- 
ciples indeed; and ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” People are not 
made free by going without 
authority, without some center of 
doctrine, without some written 
form of truth. Only as people fol- 
low. the words of Jesus, are they 
His disciples, and they can know 
the truth, and the truth will make 
them free. 


And what is the truth that 
makes men free? Jesus’ Himself 
tells us. In that holy prayer in 
John 17:17, Jesus said, praying 
for His disciples, “Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is 
truth.” Oh, the prayer of the Lord 
Jesus is that men may be sancti- 
fied by the written Word of God 
which is the truth. 


And Jesus said the truth, the 
truth in the Bible, makes men 
free. 


Modernists are not free. They 
are slaves of their own passion, 
their own pride. They are slaves 
of the changing winds of public 
opinions. They cannot save them- 
selves and they cannot save others. 
They do not have any remedy 
for the drunkard enslaved by his 
habit, the whoremongey enslaved 
by his passion.

Anarchists want liberty with- 
out law, in human government. 

Modernists want liberty without 
the authority of God’s Word. 


There is a definite mnehip in 
the two. 


Does Believing the Bible Retard 
God’s Cause 


You say, “It is indeed sad that 
the fulfillment of Christ’s pur- 
pose in the advance of the reign 
of God among men is thus re- 
tarded by such slaves to the let- 
ter as you.” Now what do you 
mean by “the fulfillment of 
Christ’s purpose?” He plainly told 

“The Son of man is come to 
nek and to save that which was 


lost” (Luke 19:10). And I Timo- 


thy 1:15 tells us, “This is_a faith- 


ful saying, and worthy of all ac- 


ceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners: of 
whom I am chief.” The purpose 
of Christ is to save sinners, to 
get people converted, keeping 
them from Hell and winning etre 
to Heaven. 


In the words of John 3:16, we 
see that God the Father and 
Christ the Son have had the same 
purpose from the beginning; God 
so loved and Christ so suffered, 


“that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” What else could be 
the fulfillment of Christ’s purpose, 
the advance of the reign of God, 
except getting individuals saved, 
born again? And do you really 
claim that modernists do that? 


According to your poor theory, 
then D.-L. Moody, who believed 
all the Bible as the very Word of 
God, just as I do, was a great 
hindrance to the cause of Christ. 
He won only about a million souls! 
And Charles Spurgeon, and John 
Wesley, and Charles G. Finney, 
and R. A. Torrey, and many others 
who have won their multitudes to 
trust in Jesus Christ, were hinder- 
ers of the fulfillment of Christ’s 
purpose, you say! Under their 
preaching drunkards were made 
sober, the immoral were made 
pure; wrecked homes were re- 
united. Criminals, enemies of so- 
ciety, were made into good citi- 
zens. The revival under Wesley 
saved England from a_= second 
French Revolution, as the best 
historians agree—and you think 
his kind. of gospel hinders the 
cause of Christ! D. L. Moody, with 
his fervent preaching of the blood 
of Christ as the only hope for 
man’s sin, believing just what I 
believe, profoundly affected for 
good the morals of America, more 
than any other man who ever 
lived. And you say that Bible be- 
lievers hinder the purpose of 
Christ! 


In my poor ministry I have seen 
perhaps 18,000 publicly claim 
Christ as Saviour. Hundreds of 
them were drunkards who quit 
their drink. A good number were 
convicted criminals whe- after 
coming to Christ, went straight 
and made good citizens. Dozens of 
them were fallen women who, 
after coming to Christ, lived trans- 
formed, happy, virtpous lives. 
Homes broken by divorce were 
reunited when these who came 
to Christ as Saviour, believing -in 
His deity, believing in His virgin 
‘birth, His bodily resurrection, His 
miracles, as I do, were conwerted 
under my preaching. 


Evidently you do not know what 
is the purpose of Christ, what is 
“the fulfillment of Christ’s pur- 
pose.” 

When have modernists held any 
great revivals? The Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches have sent preach- 
ing missions all over America, and 
not once have they resulted in a 
great revival, a great turning to 
God. Modernists cannot have a 
revival. When you do not believe 
the Bible, when you do not -accept 
Christ as the virgin-born, pre- 
existent Creator that He claimed 
to be, you have nothing to produce 
a revival. You have no gospel that 
can change hearts or help men. 


Modernists have had a wonder- 
ful chance in Germany. Remember 
that the German colleges and 
seminaries were the first to go 
over en masse to the position of 
you modernists. Out of that re- 
jection of the Bible came _ the 
flowering of the doctrine of Kar] 
Marx and of {"ietzsche. Out of it 


|came the German teaching that 


“might makes right.” Out of that 
came the First World War and out 
of it likewise has come the Second 
World War. Hitler himself is the 
flowering of modernism. If all of 
us came from brute beasts, if the 
Bible is not true, if sin is only 
relative, if there is no Hell, no 
judgment, then, says German 
higher criticism (what we call 
modernism) why should not men 
take by force whatever they 
want? Only modernism, breaking 
down the faith of German people, 
made possible Hitler’s rise to 
power. Hitler’s doctrine is the 
doctrine of modernism. -Martin 
Niemoeller typifies the Bible be- 
lievers of Germany, who are now 
in’ the minority. Hitler and his 


‘|Nazi party typify the modernists. 


have aided in the fulfilling of the 
purpose of Christ in the world? 
Certainly you cannot say that Hit- 
ler and the Nazi party in Germany 
are slaves to the letter of the 
Bible! No, they have been ‘eman- 


Cipated’ by the same doctrine that 
you modernists teach in America. 


The communists in Russia agree 
with you perfectly, when you say 
you do not believe in the accuracy 
cf the Bible, do not accept the 
deity of Christ, do not accept His 
virgin birth, His bodily resurrec- 
tion, nor acknowledge any need 
for His atoning blood. Certainly 
the communists have been set free 
fr.m what you call slavery.

sun that Adam and Eve commit- 
ted a sin which wrecked the whole 
human race. “Wherefore, as by 
one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin; and so 
death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned” (Rom. 5:12). 
They committed the sin that 
wrecked the whole human race. 
What did they do? You and I 
could have looked on and what 
would we have seen? We would 
have seen no overt act. You ask 
men today if they are saved and 
they will say, “Well, I hope so; I 
do not get drunk, I do not gamble, 
I do not steal, I do not murder, 
I do not commit adultery.” They 
brag about what good men they 
are. My friends, what is sin? Sin 
is disobedience to the=will of God. 

I was in a revival meeting in 


Princeton, Indiana, and was 


preaching one night on the matter 
of sin. A woman in the audience 


got up and said, “Brother Morris, 
I dis"gree with you. I think a per- 
son can live sinless after they are 
saved, by the grace of god.” I 
said, “You say that because you 
think a man or woman can live 
without committing murder, with- 
out committing adultery, can live 
without robbing or getting drunk. 
I will agree with you if you mean 
by being sinless that they do not 
kill, rob, steal, or commit adultery. 
But lady, if God Almighty puts in 
your heart a testimony as you sit 
there in your seat tonight and you 
refuse to give that testimony, you 
have committed sin in this build- 
ing. If God lays it on your heart 
to speak to some lost person here 
and you refuse to go and speak to 
that person about giving his heart 
to God, if you refuse to give the 
message to him, you have commit- 
ted a sin in the church house of 
God. When you get home and get 
down to pray, the first thing to 
pop into your mind as you try to 
pray will be that you were im- 
pressed to talk to that man and 
you didn’t try to win him’. She 
said, ‘““That is right.” 

People have an idea they must 
commit some terrible, horrible 
crime to be a sinner. Brother, all 
you have to do to be a sinner in 
God’s sight is to refuse to do what 
God wants you to do, or to do 
what God doesnt’ want you to do. 
“To him that knoweth to do good 
and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 
Adam and Eve didn’t get out and 
do any terrible thing. They dis- 
obeyed the will of God. 


Let me call your attention to 
another thing. Do you remember 
when the devil tempted Jesus. 
What did he try to get Him to 
do? ‘Not to get drunk, not to 
gamble, not to steal, not to rob, 


not to curse. Just think it over, 


neighbor. What. did he try to get 
Him to do? Jesus hadn’t eaten 
anything for forty days. The devil 
came to him and said, “If thou be 
the Son of God, command that 
these stones be made bread”. 
Why, there wouldn’t be any harm 


.In that. He hadn’t eaten and He 


was hungry. Certainly God means 
for you to eat. There was no 


- harm in exercising the power God 


gave Him to turn rocks to bread. 
You and I would have sanctioned 
Jesus’ turning the stones into 
bread that day. But Jesus would- 
n't do it. The devil said, “All 
right, I will tell you what to do. 
I'll take you upon a pinnacle of 
the temple. The Bible says, ‘He 
shall. give his angels charge con- 
cerning thee: and in their hands 


they shall bear thee up, lest at. 


any time thou dash thy foot 


against a stone’—well, now, prove 
~-you believe the Bible. Jump off of 


this temple.” Brother, if you and 


I had been standing there we 


would likely have said, “That is 
right. Let’s prove it.” We would 


have said, “What harm is there in 
that? What harm is there in dem- 
onstrating you believe the Bible?” 

‘Every now and then I read in 
the paper about some fellow who 
Says, “Folks, I am going to wave 
a snake around over my head to- 
morrow night and show that I be- 
lieve the Scripture which says, 
‘They shall take up serpents and 


‘they shall not hurt them.’” Then 


before a big crowd he takes a 
snake and waves it over his head. 
Every time I read anything ~like 
that I say, “The devil has that 
preacher going his. way.’’ Do you 
know what sin he is committing? 
He is committing the sin of pre- 
sumption. 

We might have balked when the 
devil said, ‘Fall down and worship 
me.” But you and I likely would 
have sanctioned the first two steps 
in Jesus’ temptation. Why? Let’s 
make it clear about the sin ques- 


tion. Oh, God, help me to bring 
‘t to your heart tonight. The sin 
question is not a hideous question. 
Here is where tht tragedy breaks 
out. Sin is dressed up and -made 
alluring and attractive when it is 
presented to young people, and it 
is hard for them to recognize the 


|danger because they have been 


told that sin is hideous. They have 
not been taught that if God says 
not to do a thing, then they 
should settle the question—to do 
it would be sin. Not to do it would 
be sin, if He said for us to do it. 


The greatest tragedy I find to- 
day is that so many preachers 
stand in the pulpit and preach no 
moie of Hell, no more of condem- 
nation, no more of judgment. They 
feed the public on a sort of one- 
sided gospel, a mushy, soft-soaping 
gospel. Even some of our song 
books, some of the best ones you 
can buy, have not a song that 
teaches Hell, that teaches the 
judgment of God, that teaches 
God will let a man or woman who 
lives a disobedient life reap the 
harvest. My friends, listen, if you 
go contrary to the will of God, it 
is to your peril. If you go contrary 
to the will of God you will receive 
stripes upon your back. 


The Curse 


When the devil got the woman 
to eat of the tree, God said to the 


snake, “Old serpent, the rest of 
_your days you are going to spend 
on your belly.” I will never forget 
the modernistic professor in Brown 
University ‘teaching about this. 
With a smile on his face, he said, 
“Just think, the hideous serpent 
crowling around on the ground 
being attractive and _ beautiful. 
That is ridiculous.” The trouble 
with that professor was that he 
didn’t recognize the fact that the 
serpent we seé now was not the 
serpent Eve saw. The serpent we 
see is a serpent grown out of what 
nappened there. The serpent that 
wiggles on the ground and eats 
dust is one under a curse from 
Almighty God. He is down on the 
ground, in the dust, because he 
gave himself over to be the instru- 
ment of temptation. 


Then God said to the woman,

by a maternity ward in a hospital 
and hear the. cry of anguish but 
what I think of Genesis 3:16. I 
never pass by a home, as some- 
times I do, and hear the cry of 
the parent when life is coming 
into the world without remember- 
ing Genesis 3. Oh, .my friends, 
listen to me! You say it was an 
innocent thing, a smal] thing, but 
God pronounced a curse on the 
snake; He pronounced a curse on 
Eve. Then he pronounced a curse 
on Adam. He said, ‘Old boy, .you 
are going to have to get out and 
work. By the sweat of your face
